This  is  the  most  important 
decision  of  my  day.

Heck,  it  could  even  be  the  reason 
that  the  cute  guy  who  sits  two 
rows  down  during  Core  Lecture 
finally  notices  me.  My  whole  day 
revolves  around  this  decision. 

Should  I  wear  the  flirty 
brown  v-neck  shirt  with  my  light 
beige  pants  or  am  I  too  lazy  to 
care  and  just  go  to  class  in  my 
pajama  pants  and  that  ratty  hoodie 
I  almost  never  wear  that  looks 
like  my  dog  used  it  for  a  tug  of 
war  toy? 

Believe  it  or  not,  this  kind  of 
thinking  occurs  more  often  than 
not  on  college  campuses  around 
the  world,  and  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  is  no  exception.  What 
students  wear  changes  depending 
on  whom  you  are  talking  to. 
Students  proudly  show  off  various 
fashions  from  sweat  suits  for 
teams  they  play  for,  to  pajamas 
and  hoodies,  to  dressy  tops  with 
carefully  selected  jewelry,  and 
everything  in  between. 

Many  students  admit  to  not 
putting  much  effort  into  their  look 
beyond  comfort.  Andrew  Dudich, 
a  sophomore,  wears  his  normal 
loose  t-shirt  and  jeans  for  simple 
reasons.  “Because  it’s  easy,”  he 
admits  simply. 

Junior  Jennifer  Ruff  has  a 
different  attitude  to  her  selections 
of  wardrobe.  “I  have  a  unique 
style,”  she  said,  sporting  a 
carefully  coordinating  ensemble. 

“I  put  things  out  the  night  before, 
including  accessories.  1  have  to, 
otherwise  I  can't  sleep.” 

No  matter  what  method  is  put 
to  choosing  the  outfit  for  the  day, 
there  are  some  things  that  seem  to 
be  beyond  the  realm  of  acceptable 
attire.  Clothing  that  is  deemed  to 
be  too  revealing,  such  as  clothes 
that  show  cleavage,  bra  straps, 
and  shorts  and  skirts  anyone  can 
see  up,  is  on  many  students’  lists 
of  “Don’t  wear  to  class.” 

There  is  more  to  this  than 
just  showing  too  much  skin.  On 
a  campus  where  there  should  be 
intellectual  learning  and  a  sharing 
of  ideas,  for  many  students, 
it  is  hard  to  take  their  peers  at 
anything  other  than  face  value. 

On  the  other  side  of  the 
contention  is  how  casual  dress 
should  be  in  classes.

Maggie  Hall  is  against 
such  dress.  “Students  are  dressing 
comfortably,  but  maybe  too 
comfortably,”  Hall  said.  “Some 
wear  pajama  bottoms  to  class  and 
end  up  sleeping  there.” 

Not  all  students  feel  this 
way,  however,  otherwise  they 
would  not  be  wearing  them. 

One  freshman  proudly  admits 
to  having  gone  to  class  in  her 
pajama  bottoms  and  an  old  hoodie 
rather  than  make  special  outfit 
for  the  day.  Freshman  Laurinda 
Cockerham  has  a  very  laid  back 
view  on  what  she  wears.  “I’ve 
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even  worn  slippers  to  class  a 
few  times,”  she  admitted  with  a 
wave  of  her  hand.  To  her,  it  was 
not  a  big  deal,  since  it  was  more 
important  to  be  eomfortable. 

“I’ve  only  dressed  up  for  the 
freshman  banquet  so  far.  Other 
than  that,  it  just  depends  on  my 
mood.” 

Whether  such  clothing 
impacts  what  goes  on  in  the 
classroom,  however,  is  an 
important  question  that  should 
be  taken  into  account.  Do  some 
professors  look  at  students 
differently  beeause  of  how 
casual  or  dressed  up  a  student 
is  for  class?  Maia  Hawthorne, 
an  English  professor  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  does  not  believe 
that  she  does,  at  least  overtly. 

“I  might  not  take  people  who 
wear  pajama  pants  or  sweat  pants 
as  seriously,”  she  admits  with  a 
serunched  look  on  her  forehead. 
She  doesn’t  mind  that  much,  or 
at  least,  not  enough  to  change 
grades,  of  course.  “It  doesn’t  rile 
me  up,  but  there  are  boundaries.” 

Hawthorne  has  her  own 
sense  of  style  when  it  comes  to 
classrooms,  however,  so  it  allows 
her  students  leeway  in  what 
she  might  view  as  appropriate 
classroom  wear.  She  readily 
admits  to  never  having  been 
someone  who  dresses  up  oflen.“l 
recognize  what  I’m  comfortable 
in.” 

And  she  does.  Hawthorne 
had  been  known  to  wear  a  wide 
range  of  clothes,  from  jeans 
and  a  blouse  or  school  shirt  to 
more  dressy  clothes  like  a  suit 
for  a  Core  lecture  and  nearly 
everything  in  between.  One  of 
her  students,  Jennifer  Ruff,  now 
proudly  owns  one  of  her  old 
dresses  that  she  received  from 
a  Polish  family  her  father  was 
friends  with  through  business. 

Some  professors,  on  the 
other  hand,  believe  that  a  more 
professional  look  for  teachers 
is  called  for.  Dr  Robert  Garrity, 
another  English  professor  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  habitually  wears 
what  might  be  deemed  dressy 
clothes.  Dr  Garrity  is  usually 
seen  in  either  the  classrooms  or 
his  office  wearing  a  collared  shirt 
and  tie  with  slacks. 

“Teaching  is  a  profession,” 
he  said  with  emphasis.  “1  wish  to 
appear  professionally.” 

His  opinion  on  students 
is  different.  Dr  Garrity  holds 
by  his  belief  that  it  is  none  of 
his  business  how  his  students 
dress.  “It  has  nothing  to  do  with 
teaching,”  he  said  adamantly.  He 
does,  however,  wish  students 
would  take  off  their  hats  when 
they  walk  into  a  building.  “A 
gentleman  always  takes  off  his  hat 
when  entering  a  building.” 

No  matter  what  the 
professor’s  idea  of  appropriate 
dress  for  students,  both 
Hawthorne  and  Dr  Garrity  would 
agree  that  dress  is  different  from 
their  days  in  school.  For  Dr 
Garrity,  he  was  required  to  wear 
a  tie  and  would  not  be  allowed 
into  the  building  without  one.  For 
Hawthorne,  sweatpants  and  tennis 
shoes  was  considered  incredibly 
dressed  down,  especially  in 
comparison  to  students  now 
wearing  pajama  bottoms  to  class.

discussion  are  those  students 
who  dress  up  occasionally.  The 
students  who  wear  button  up 
shirts  and  slacks  or  dresses  and 
other  typically  nice  things  often 
receive  many  compliments  and 
questions.  The  most  frequent  of 
questions  is:  What’s  the  occasion? 
Sometimes  there  is  a  reason  for 
students  to  dress  up,  like  for  Ruff, 
who  dresses  up  for  her  education 
classes  when  she  is  working  with 
children.

Ruff  tried  to  explain  the 
reaction  peers  have  when  they  see 
a  fellow  student  put  an  extra  effort 
into  their  appearance.

Long  Island  Band  Brand  New  Create  Modem  Rock  Masterpiece

Sandwiched  between  their 
debut  album  that  was  made 
almost  entirely  of  pop-punk 
anthems  about  heartbreak  and 
being  young,  and  their  latest, 
more  mature  record.  Long  Island 
rockers  Brand  New  crafted  what 
must  be  considered  one  of  the 
best  albums  of  the  decade  with 
Deja  Entendu. 

Throughout  all  three  of 
Brand  New's  studio  albums,  the 
biggest  selling  point  is  singer/ 
songwriter  Jesse  Lacey’s  abilities 
not  only  to  craft  unique  songs  but 
more  importantly  poignant  and 
often  poetic  lyrics.  His  ability 
to  connect  with  his  audience  by 
telling  stories,  sometimes  personal 
and  other  times  more  general, 
have  kept  fans  coming  back  since 
2001,  when  their  first  album  was 
released. 

However,  Brand  New 
initially  made  a  name  for 
themselves  based  on  Lacey’s 
close  ties  to  another  Long  Island 
band  to  find  success.  Taking  Back 
Sunday,  who  he  played  bass  for 
on  their  debut  EP.  It  would  not  be 
long,  though,  before  Brand  New 
found  a  following  for  different 
reasons. 

While  Lacey  and  Company 
had  gathered  a  following  around 
the  country  with  their  debut 
album.  Your  Favorite  Weapon, 
and  it’s  first  single  “Jude  Law  and 
a  Semester  Abroad,”  they  came 
back  with  a  sophomore  album  that 
defied  all  expectations.  Influenced 
more  by  Sunny  Day  Real  Estate 
than  Blink- 182  or  Saves  the 
Day,  Deja  Entendu  is  the  mark 
of  a  man,  and  a  band,  which  has 
suddenly  matured  beyond  its 
years. 

The  album  opens  with  a 
track  named  after  French  actress 
Audrey  Tautou  and  immediately 
lets  the  listener  know  that  they 


are  in  for  something  completely 
different.  Where  Your  Favorite 
Weapon  starts  off  fast  and  furious 
with  the  song  "The  Shower 
Scene,”  Brand  New’s  second 
album  begins  slowly  with  just  a 
guitar  and  drums  and  Lacey  softly 
singing  and  repeating  the  line 
“I’m  sinking  like  a  stone  in  the 
sea/I’m  burning  like  a  bridge  for 
your  body.” 

The  next  song  starts  off 
with  one  of  the  best  bass  lines  in 
modem  music  with  the  song  “Sic 
Transit  Gloria. .  .Glory  Fades”  (see 
the  movie  Rushmore),  about  the 
perils  of  teenage  sex  and  losing 
your  virginity,  which  was  also  the 
second  single  from  the  album. 

Right  after  that  is  the  acoustic 
number  “I  Will  Play  My  Game 
Beneath  the  Spin  Light,”  which 
boasts  some  of  Lacey’s  best 
metaphorical  lyrics  on  the  album, 
if  not  his  entire  career. 

As  an  underground  favorite, 
the  next  song  with  a  title  ripped 


straight  from  Home  Alone  2  (see 
tracklisting  below)  is  about  a 
shameless  rock  star.  Many  fans 
believe  this  to  be  Taking  Back 
Sunday’s  Adam  Lazzara,  with 
whom  Lacey  had  some  previous 
conflicts.  However,  the  song  is 
masterfully  crafted  and  it  starts 
slow  and  continually  gains  speed 
until  it  suddenly  slows  down 
once  more  and  crescendos  to  it’s 
highest  point  as  Lacey  sings  “This 
is  the  break  in  the  bend/This  is  the 
closest  of  calls/This  is  the  reason 
you’re  alone/This  is  the  rise  and 
the  fall,”  and  it  finishes  with  a 
final  choms. 

After  that  is  the  album’s  first 
single,  “The  Quiet  Things  That 
No  One  Ever  Knows,”  and  while 
it  may  be  the  most  straightforward 
rock  song  on  the  album,  it  still 
manages  to  get  the  listener 
excited.  In  addition,  it  is  the  only 
song  on  the  album  that  actually 
has  the  lyrics  of  the  song  in  the 
title. 


Next  is  the  acoustic  number 
“The  Boy  Who  Blocked  His  Own 
Shot,”  a  song  about  lost  love. 
“Jaws  Theme  Swimming”  has 
probably  the  coolest  opening  on 
the  album,  and  follows  in  the 
vein  of  “The  Quiet  Things...”  as 
a  more  straightforward  rock  song 
that  makes  great  use  of  the  band’s 
dueling  vocal  style. 

Next  up  is  the  slowest  song 
on  the  album,  a  tale  of  a  young 
man  taking  advantage  of  a  drunk 
girl  he  meets  at  the  bar.  However, 
the  song  is  a  cleverly  disguised 
metaphor  about  Lacey’s  own 
fear  of  getting  too  famous  and 
eventually  burning  out.  This 
idea  is  indicated  in  the  title,  “Me 
vs.  Maradona  vs.  Elvis,”  which 
references  soccer  star  Diego 
Maradona  and  Elvis  Presley,  both 
of  whom  reached  great  fame  and 
then  lost  control  because  of  severe 
drug  addictions. 

The  ninth  track  is  the 
heaviest  song  on  the  album,  but 


also  the  most  sincere.  Named 
after  the  Pablo  Picasso  painting, 
“Guernica”  is  Lacey  reaching  out 
to  his  grandfather,  who  is  dying  of 
cancer.  In  the  song  he  sings  “If  I 
could  I  would  shrink  myself/sink 
through  your  skin  to  your  blood 
cells/Remove  whatever  makes 
you  hurt/But  I  am  too  weak  to 
be  your  cure.”  It  is  an  admission 
that  he’s  “half  a  world  away” 
and  cannot  help  his  grandfather, 
though  he  owes  him  “every  day 
he  wakes.” 

After  that  is  the  seven  plus 
minute  “Good  to  Know  that  if  I 
Ever  Need  Attention  All  I  Have  to 
do  is  Die,”  which  is  a  dual  story 
about  a  writer  and  the  story  he  is 
writing.  The  album  closes  with 
the  acoustic  number  “Play  Crack 
the  Sky,”  which  tells  the  story  of 
a  crumbling  relationship  that  is 
masked  in  the  metaphor  of  a  ship 
out  to  sea  in  a  storm.  The  song’s 
climax  has  three  different  singers 
at  once  creating  a  hauntingly 
beautiful  sound  and,  ultimately, 
the  perfect  ending  to  the  album. 

Deja  Entendu  should  go 
down  as  one  of  the  best  albums 
post-2000,  and  hopefully  one  of 
the  best  of  all  time.  I  am  sure  that 
Jesse  Lacey  would  be  considered 
one  of  the  greatest  songwriters 
of  all  time.  Beyond  just  Deja 
Entendu,  all  three  of  Brand  New’s 
albums  (including  200 1’s  Your 
Favorite  Weapon  and  2006’s  The 
Devil  and  God  Are  Raging  Inside 
Me)  have  cemented  their  legacy 
as  one  of  the  best  of  indie  rock 
bands  of  the  modem  age,  and 
each  one  traces  the  maturity  of 
the  band  as  a  force  to  be  reckoned 
with. 

But,  no  matter  where  they 
end  up,  Deja  Entendu  will  stand 
as  one  of  those  hidden  gems  that 
chronicles  not  only  a  part  of  one 
man’s  life,  but  also  the  world  he 
lived  in  and  the  music  industry  he 
was  a  part  of

What  is  the  most  important 
factor  in  choosing  a  college?  I 
realize  that  this  question  is  a  few 
years  too  late  for  current  Pumas, 
but  choosing  a  college  is  an  issue 
for  me  as  I  work  in  the  Office 
of  Admissions  here  on  campus. 
Some  students  let  financial  aid 
determine  which  school  they 
will  attend,  others  might  choose 
based  on  athletics,  a  particular 
major,  or  even  food.  At  a  recent 
Admissions  event,  I  had  a  parent 
ask  me  how  many  students 
graduate  from  SJC  in  four  years. 

I  did  not  expect  this  question  at 
all.  I  had  no  idea.  So,  I  did  a  little 
research  on  the  Saint  Joe  web. 

There  is  a  really  cool  thing 
about  NCAA  Division  II  and 
I  schools  which  requires  that 
these  institutions  publicize  their 
graduation  rates.  Though  they 
might  be  a  little  tough  to  find 
on  our  saintjoe.edu  website,  our 
“Athletic  Graduation  Rates” 
are  published.  Here  are  the 
numbers  for  the  most  recent  year 
published,  2001-2002:  Student- 
Athletes:  46%  (M),  68%  (F), 
Football:  18%  (M  only).  Baseball: 
78%  (M  only).  Other:  20%  (M), 
77%  (F). 

There  are  two  important 
notes  on  these  statistics.  First,  this 
accounts  for  1 50%  of  the  longest 
program  at  SJC,  which  means  that 
the  numbers  represent  the  number 
of  student-athletes  who  graduated 
within  six  years  of  beginning  at 
SJC.  Second,  the  requirement  for 
publication  is  placed  only  upon 
“full-time,  first-time  freshmen 
student-athletes  who  received 
athletic  financial  aid”  (  “SJC: 
Student  Right-to-Know  Act”. 
Office  of  Security,  Saint  Joseph’s 
College.  <http://www.saintjoe. 
edu/life/security/srtk-ath-grad. 
html>).  The  overall  student 
graduation  rate  for  the  2001-2002 
entering  class  through  August 
2007  was  57%. 

Here  is  a  more  visible 
statistic  from  the  stands.  Of  all 
1 8  Puma  sports,  seven  programs 
have  rosters  with  more  than 
twenty  student-athletes.  Here 
are  the  number  of  seniors  in  each 
of  these  sports:  football-4  of  79, 


baseball-7  of  49,  men’s  track  and 
field  (both  indoor  and  outdoor)- 
4  of  79,  men’s  soccer-3  of  33, 
women’s  soccer-7  of  26,  and 
men’s  basketball-3  of  20.  These 
numbers  are  just  that,  numbers. 
They  do  not  take  into  account 
small  recruiting  classes,  student- 
athletes  dropping  a  sport  to  focus 
on  academics,  or  even  coaching 
changes. 

There  is  good  news  though. 
According  to  the  GLVC,  the 
conference  in  which  SJC 
competes,  our  conference  ranks 
third  in  the  nation  in  graduation 
rates  of  student-athletes. 
According  to  the  Academic 
Success  Rate  (ASR),  the  GLVC 
has  a  graduation  rate  of  77%  of 
student-athletes,  putting  us  only 
behind  the  Northeast- 10  and 
the  Sunshine  State  conferences 
at  84%  and  85%,  respectively. 
Different  from  the  Federal 
Graduation  Rate  Report,  these 
numbers  include  student-athletes 
not  on  athletic  financial  aid.  Most 
interesting  in  statistics,  however, 
is  the  difference  between  the 
ASR  and  federal  for  the  GLVC. 
According  to  the  Federal  model, 
the  GLVC  graduates  only  60% 
and  ranks  6th  in  the  nation 
(“Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference 
-  GLVC  Ranks  Third  in  National 
Academic  Success  Rate”.  Great 
Lakes  Valley  Conference.  <http:// 
www.glvcsports.com/news/ 
gen/2009/ l/29/asr_01 2809. asp>). 

As  anyone  who  takes  Core  9 
will  see,  the  Shen  has  many  fewer 
bodies  during  Core  9  lectures  than 
Core  1.  This  should  be  expected. 
Not  everyone  who  starts  college 
will  finish,  and  I  can  definitely 
tell  you  that  not  everyone  finishes 
at  the  school  where  he/she  starts. 
With  the  buzz  word  on  campus 
being  retention,  the  number  of 
students  and  student-athletes 
graduating  is  significantly 
connected  to  the  success  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.  I  once  attended 
a  college  tennis  showcase  for  kids 
at  a  summer  camp.  In  breaking 
down  the  differences  between 
JUCO,  NAIA,  and  NCAA,  the 
coach  described  NCAA  Division 
II  as  being  the  weakest  with 
regards  to  academics.  Let’s  prove 
him  wrong.
